TRAIN BLOWN UP. 


Cuban Insurant* Place Dynamite tfnder 


Culvert—Eleven Hillffl, Many Hurt. 
Havana, June IQ.—The passenger train 


which leaves Havana for 
Matanzas 


daily was dynamited yesterday about 
12 miles from the city by a party of In- 
surgents. According to the official ac- 
count the object was plunder, as about 
$6090 was in the express car. 


The officials had ordered the passen- 


ger train to go ahead and the pilot en- 
gine to follow. At a bend in tlw line a 
terrible explosion completely wrecked 
the passenger engine, which fell In a pit 
2S feet below, dragging three third-class 
cars after it 
At the same moment an- 


other terrific explosion wrecked (he pilot 
engine, which came to the rescue, and 
It fell into tbe pit also. 


Both engineers, one fireman, one con- 


ductor and seven soldiers were killed, 
and three passengers were severely in- 
jured, while 32 suffered more or less seri- 
ous hrul BOS. 


Simultaneous with the explosions the 


Insurgents opened fire on the train, seri- 
ously wounding a captain. 


The two trains were dynamited with 


electric machines and bombs placed in. 
a culvert at the curve. The body of an 
insurgent was found lying near the wire 
communicating with the bombs. It is 
supposed that he was kilted by the 
shock. The military escort of the train 
quickly reformed and opened fire on the 
Insurgenti, who had advanced toward 
the cars, T?nfl tfrov* tbcm off.

THE STORM'S RAVAGES 


Three Men Killed in a Railroad 


Wreck. Extensive Loss to 


Property and Crops. 


(Special DispatUi to the Transcript. I 


Boston, June 10.—New England was 


viaited by storm last night which, from 
the amount of damage done, has become 
one of the worst in many years although 
according to official reports, the actual 
amount of rain was not unusual. Never- 
theless, the most of rain which did fall 
came &t,wn with great violence between 
4 p. m. and midnight. At intervals water 
seemed to be precipitated in streams in- 
stead of drops and much damage. from 
floods and washouts was reported. 


Railroads suffered most severely, partic- 


ularly the Boston £ Maine and its 
branches in New Hampshire. 
Wrecks 


occurred at Exeter and Saabrook while 


1 trains were stalled in many other places 


I on account of serious washouts. On this 
account traffic between Boston and the 


I north and east was greatly impeded. Tbe 


only fatalities reported occurred in a 
wreak at Exeter in which three men were 
killed. 


From Vermont and New Hampshire 


j also comes news of swollen rivers the 


height of which approaches that reached 
in the great freshets of the spring of 1896. 
There was a serious break in a log boom 
at Bellows Fall-*, Vt,, whereby twelve 
million feet of logs were carried away. 


These rushed down the river to Turners 


Falls, this state, where another boom 


held 00,000,000 feet. The pressure was too 
great and the second boom parted and 
the combined logs were carried away. 
At Dover, N. H., wheio, in 1896 four 
bridges and business blocks were carried 
away by the floods, the Cocheco mills \ 
were compelled to suspend operations, 
and at Amsbury this state, work-was also 
impeded by flooded cellars. 


In the western part of this state the 


Connecticut river swept away the dam of 
the Warner Manufacturing company at 
Greenfield 
and caused other damage. 


Considerable damage to crops is also re- 
ported from some sections. 
One of the 


peculiar features of the storm is that 
while nearly two inches of rain fell in this 
city more fell at Eastport, Maine, and 
only four-hundredths of an inch fell at 
Nantucket. 


The storm is paesing slowly eastward 


today and some points are feeling; the 
force of it though not so heavily as did 
other districts last night. It is still rain- 
ing lightly here and, while official fore- 
casters predict clearing weather for to- 
morrow, they say it will not last long as 
another storm has developed in the west 
and is traveling eastward. 


At Schnectady, N. Y., the heavy rain 


bus caused a twelve foot freshet in the 
Mohawk river. Hundreds of acres ot re- 
cently planted lands are submerged and 
\,he crops are ruined. The losses through- 
out the valley will be heavy.

its oiyn supply of cushions. Do not force 
summer loungers to sit upright iu a 
narrow, straight chair, and, on the other 
hand, do not stow them away in rock- 
ing chairs, for there in no place where 
the sharp points of rockers are likely to 
cause more annoyum-e. It is effective 
and practicable to havo one color, such 
as bright rod, prominent in all the cush- 
ions and draperies.

After small dances, card or theater 


parties there is a new way of serving 
mppers at home. 


When the hour for refreshments ar- 


rives and the dining room doors nrs 
;hrown open, in place of the doubtfully 
nviting cold collation on the long side- 
loard or at one end of the stately din- 
ug table the steam and glow from a 
couple or trio of big chafing dishes 
greet tho hungry guests. 


Over the great silver heaters, with 


their double power alcohol lamps, iu 
the very smart houses the family chef 
or a caterer's man brought in for the 
occasion presides. Prom top to toe he 
is arrayed like a lily, and he probably 
spoaks very broken English. 


If n couple of double chafing dishes, 


which supply in all four cooking basins, 
are used, two men can rapidly feed al- 
most auy number of persons, and a de- 
lightful informality reigns. All about 
tho cooks are bowls heaped with raw 
material for conversion into dainty 
meases. Every utensil used in preparing 
the supper ia silver, and every guest, 
selecting what plates, knives, spoons, 
etc., he or she desires from piles on a 
aide table, goes personally for helpings 
from the chafing dishes. 


On the brown or white wicker plates 


the bread is piled and topped by a silver 
wire fork, which holds a card. On tho 
card, in legible gilt letters, is written 
'ham, chicken, salad or jelly sand- 
wiches," as the case may be, and as the 
maid passes by those who are hungry 
may read and make their selections. As 
long as supper is in progress these bas- 
kets of bread are kept circulating 
through the rooms, and tho ices are 
dished up in the prettiest little paste- 
board boxes. Inside the boxes are lined 
with waxed paper, and it is a fact to be 
remembered that napkins seem rarely 
or never used now at each suppers.

has beeu treated in this way. Hang in 
the air until the odor has disappeared. 
Take care that no gas is lit in the room 
while tbo naphtha is being used. 


To wash the mg, put into a tub abo 


four gallons of tepid water and half 
pint of household ammonia.

rug soak in this for about half an hour, 
sopping it up an<l down in tbe watet 
frequently.

Caviare is a very important prodnct 


in Russia, the most of it coming from 
the sturgeon. The roe ia taken ont of 
tho flsh and rubbed on a sieve to remove 
the skin, the meahee being large enongh 
to allow the eggs to pass through, leav- 
ing the akin behind. The caviare is then 
covered with brine. The difference be- 
tween tho fresh caviare and the ordinary 
kind put np for export is in the length 
of time it remains in the brine. After it 
is removed and drained it is put up in 
cans, jars and small kegs and is ready 
for market. The cheaper kind is put in- 
to linen bags and pressed. This is called 
pressed caviare and is a innch inferior 
article. 


How to Wash Silk Tests Without Ironlnl. 


A very simple and pretty front ia 


made of wash silk carved out at the 
throat lines and basted on n stiff collar, 
about -which a ribbon is tied, finishing 
in a bow at the back. The silk is long 
enough to hang a little full afc the 
waist. A thread is run about two inches 
from the bottom, drawing the fnllr 
into tho front, and this is tucked under 
the band of the skirt and held firmly in 
place by the belt of leather or ribbon. 


TO launder this all that is necessary 


is to rip off the collar, let ont the draw 
ing thread, wash it thoroughly in warm 
soapsuds, rinse in cold water and while 
still very wet pin it, stretched tightly, 
on a lapboard or any smooth surface. 


When dry, it will be as free from 


wrinkles as"if ironed and as soft as new 
silk. It is a great mistake ever to iron 
thin silk, as, if done when damp, it be 
comes aa crackly as paper, while if al 
lowed to partly dry first it is almos 
impossible to entirely remove the rough 
dry appearance, unless a very hot iron 
is used, in which case there ia danger 
of scorching.

Thig is H regular place of refugo for 
bats, which hung by thousands on the roof 
of the long tunnel, digging their sharp 
cltiws Into its rough jottings and looking 
for aSl the world in the shadows like fes- 
toons of cobwebs. There they are, iti col- 
onies of 40 or 50, cold and still, waiting 
for Mntlerhorn to come along with his 
lantern and iron box und catch them be- 
tween his remly thumb and foreflnger. 
The bats rmike slight resistance, being 
drowsy with sleep, and in u night Matter- 
born often captures 100 of them or more. 
He sells the bats to people who eufi thorn, 
some from necessity, sorao from choice, 
for those who have tried it avow that the 
fiesh ot the bat is delicious. It is red and 
somewhat fat, and, fried and served with 
chopped parsley, it is said to equal the 
finest venison in flavor. 


"Why 
should not one eat bats?" es- 


claimed Matterhorn. "The little animal is 
scrupulously clean, and feeds on nothing 
but insects, which is more than ctm be 
eaiO of many animals that are eaten with 
a relish. I tell you the bnt is a much ca- 
lununnted creature, although the numbet 
of people who realize that ig limited." 


"Then I suppose you sell your bats 


mostly to those who are very poor!" 


"Yes, mostly. Although there are gour- 


mets who have got beyond popular preju- 
dice- and pay me a good price per dozen.'' 


"But you don't live entirely by catJbblng 


bats, do you9" 


"Oh.no. I catch all kinds of animals 
that other people do not want. You'd be 
nurprised to know how many kinds of ani- 
mals there are to catch right here in Paris. 
Why, the city is full of rubbits, for in- 
BtaUGG." 


"What—wild rabbits?" 
"Why, certainly. They buirow all over 


the cemeteries. Only lust year two poach- 
ers were caught in thePere la Chaise cem- 
etery, where they were working with 
guns, if you please, there was so much 
game. They should have stuck to snares 
nnd the keepers would Dover have got 
them. In some of the cemeteries there are 
so many rabbit holes that the city author- 
ities have had to take measures to get rid 
of the liTitle animals. We'd save them thai 
trouble W they'd give us a free baud. Some 
people don't like the idea of eating ceme- 
tery rabbits, hut pshaw—what's tbediffer- 
enco when they're made into a savory 
stew? Besides who knows What a rabbit 
eats anyway* 
"I'll tell you another thing you will 


wonder at 
I've shot ducks in Paris- 


wild ducks—on winter nights, just as th« 
cSay was breaking. When a pinch of hitter 
weather comes on, they're driven up the 
Seine as lar as the city, but are frightened 
away by the people in the daytime. And 
gulls come- up the river, too, flocks of 
them, but it's queer they never go farther 
than the bridge at tho Placo de la 
Con- 


corde, and I have ahvays thought it was 
because they were afraid of tho owls in 
tho ruins of tho Cour des Coroptes. Thet-e 
are plenty of owls there all through the 
year, and starlings and falcons, and also 
out near the abattoirs. And there are owls 
in some of the old, uninhabited hotels in 
the Faubourg St. Germain. There is <mo 
that I have tried to catch many a time 
that, is sole tenant of an abandoned estate, 
20 Rue de Verneuil. That owl has been 
there for years, and H& cries haunt the 
neighborhood, so that children are terri- 
fied and old women make signs of the cross 
as they hear them.'' 


After this Matterhorn went on to talk 


about tbo green lizards which abound in 
Paris and the glowworms to be found at 
Montsourlfl park and the Buttes-Chau- 
xnont, and he told how he hunts toads for 
scientific men and occasionally hunts rats 
for sport; but ho does not; think much of 
rat hunting. Taking it all in all, the bnt 
is hlc favorite quarry, and be said the 
writer must come with him oufc to the 
aqueduct some night after the first frost 
and vfatoh him nil his box. 


"Perhaps we'll come across a white 


bat," he sold. "I haven't found one in 
four or five years, but they're there. Cun- 
ning fellows they arc—tbe white bats. At 
the first glimmer of light they start up, 
and f-r-r-t—they oro gone. There is some- 
thing uncanny about a white bat.''
